Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the DPD comprises a multiplexer, 
demultiplexr/interpolator and summing must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four statutory- 
categories of invention. While the claims recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, a 
statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to particular machine, or (2) transform 
underlying subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. See page 10 
of In Re Bilski 88 USPQ2d 1385. The instant claims are neither positively tied to a particular 
machine that accomplishes the claimed method steps nor transform underlying subject matter, 
and therefore do not qualify as a statutory process. The method including step is broad enough 
that the claim could be completely performed mentally, verbally or without a machine nor is any 
transformation apparent. 

4. Claims 3, 5-7, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Regarding to claims, the limitation " the differential phase detector comprising : a 
multiplexer for-that time multiplexes the digitized signals; a demultiplexer / interpolator, 
coupled to the multiplexer, for synchronizing that receives the time multiplexed digital 
signals and synchronizes tile samples from the time multiplexed digitized signals; and 
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summing means for summing the synchronized samples of the demultiplexer/ interpolator 
to generate a data signal." are not disclosed in the specification that the DPD comprises 
the multiplexer, demultiplexer and summing. In Fig. 5 and 6 the DPD does not comprise 
the multiplexer, demultiplexer and summing, therefore, one skilled in the art is not able to 
connect, make and/or use the invention.
